1. The following is a quotafion of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

'llie specificalion shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Variables x, y, and z are not 
defined. All nossihle rtefinitinn<i for thp vflHnhlpQ y \r anH r ivnnlH nnf r^rri^..^.^ o fl,, 

material. A person with ordinary skill in the art could not determine the values for the variables 
without undue experimentation. The disclosure offers no guidance to the intended values of x, 
y, and z. 

Claims 3-8 are rejected because of their dependence on the base claim. 
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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

Tlie specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject mailer which ihc appiicani rcgaiuii as his iiiveiiuuii. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 



The claim does not specify the values or ranges for A, x, y, and z. Therefore, the meets 
and bounds of the claim are not ascertainable. 

Claims 3-8 are rejected because of their dependence on the base claim. 



5. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Regarding claim 2, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 2, and specifically comprising the formulas 
Sr,Si,N,Ce'' and SrSi.N,, : Ce'' .
